


City to review housing 





problems in southwest

The planning department has 
begun a study of southeast Upland to 
identify problems and recommend 
ways to upgrade housing in the 
oldest section of the city. 

Al Varney, a graduate student in 
the urban studies de ent at 
California State Polytechnic 
University, Pomona, and a part - 
time planning aide with the city, is 
reviewing property assessments in 
southeast Upland and collecting 
information during the early stage 
of the study. 

He said the examination of 
property assessments will lead to a 
later look at specific causes in cases 
of low property values. 

The area under study is bounded 
by Euclid Avenue to the west, Grove 
Avenue to the east, the San 
Bernardino Freeway to the south 
and 13th Street to the north. Varney 
said the area comprises 1,234 acres, 
almost one - seventh of the city. 

Although the southeast section 
includes the Upland Town Center, 
Varney said the planning 
department study will concentrate 
on housing, reviewing businesses 
only where problems arise from a 
mix of land uses. 

Planning Director Bill Young 
termed the study, authorized in late 
1976 but kept on the back burner of 
concerns while Upland grappled 
with growth management and the 
future of the northwest quadrant, 
“very important.” 

Varney pointed out development 
in the area traces back to the laying 
of Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe 
Railroad tracks south of Ninth 
Street in 1885. 

Development along Foothill 
Boulevard, where a few residences 
still remain, and completion of the 
San Bernardino Freeway were other 
important factors as the area 
evolved, he said. 

Varney said the planning 


department will report to the city 
council for future direction on the 
study. He added that it would be up 
to the council whether a citizens’ 
committee would be formed and 
brought into the review. 

The city will rely on a wide range 
of carrot - and - stick remedies 
outlined in a report by Owen Menard 
and Associates, a Claremont 
consulting firm, to upgrade housing. 

The report states that “all homes 
surveyed exhibit noticeable 
structural inadequacies.” 

“In many cases there are 
accumulations of debris, excessive 
weeds (the city has since 
undertaken two rounds of weed 
abatement this year), unpaved 
driveways and so on. Complete 
public improvements are not 
available to all the homes surveyed, 
about one - third lack sidewalks and 
one - fifth lack curbs and gutters 
adjacent to their properties.” 

The report notes the survey was 
taken by the city’s building 
department two years ago in 
preparation for the housing 
improvement program detailed by 
the consulting firm. 

Almost all of the homes with 
structural problems in the city are 
@@nfined to the southeast section, 
according to the report. 

Varney pointed out 
inconsistencies between zoning and 
actual land use in two portions of the 
southeast area. 

While acreage bounded by Ninth 
Street to the south, Arrow Highway 
to the north, 11th Avenue to the east 
and Sixth Avenue to the west is 
zoned for apartments, this area is 
almost entirely single - family 
homes. 

Much of Ninth Street itself, 
although dotted with small 
businesses, is zoned for commercial 
development while retaining 
predominantly residential use. 

Varney. said recommendations for 


general plan amendments and zone 
changes to protect current uses will 
be among the remedies studied. 

Unless carefully controlled, he 
added, a mix of land uses can 
adversely impact both residences 
and business concerns. 

The Owen Menard report notes 
that existing utilities for single - 
family residences would be 
inadequate for higher - density, 
multiple - family use. It also states 
that property zoned for higher 
residential density or commercial 
use, while remaining a single - 
family neighborhood, can result in 
higher property assessments and 
therefore a greater tax burden. 

Remedies detailed by the report 
include various degrees of code 
enforcement and building 
inspection, city cancellation of state 
property - tax deduction for 
substandard rental housing, 
numerous loan programs, 
mortgages and grants. 

Upland receives $120,399 this 
fiscal year in federal community 
block grant funds for housing 
rehabilitation loans and grants 
administered by the county. 

The report states one problem 
facing housing improvement in the 
area is that about two - thirds the 
homes are rented. 

“Unfortunately, the abundance of 
renter - occupied units in an area 
often discourages financial 
institutions from investing in that 
area as a lack of home ownership 
translates into instability and, 
therefore, a poor risk,” according to 
the report. 

Varney called the possibility of 
housing improvements leading to 
higher rents, perhaps changing the 
low - and moderate - income 
character of the area, a ‘‘sticky” 
concern, as low - and moderate - 
income families are already priced 
out of newer development in north 
Upland.

Local Jaycee heads statewide committee

What ever happened to the WIN 
button? Budd Hoaas knows. 

“Most of them were sold,” said 
Hoaas, a resident of Montclair and 
member of the Ontario - Upland 
Jaycees. 

The WIN (whip inflation now) 
button is one of many Jaycee 
activities the 35 - year - old Hoaas 
has been associated with during a 
decade with the civic group. 

Hoaas currently oversees several

educational campaigns as chairman 
of the state Jaycees’ health and 
safety committee. He also sits on 
the board of directors of the 
organization’s Children’s 
Orthopedic Foundation in Calexico. 

He said Jaycee training in 
cardiopulmonary resuscitation 
(CPR), life - saving techniques in 
the event of a heart attack, is the 
state Jaycees’ No. 1 priority as a 
health campaign during his tenure 
as committee chairman. Hoaas will 
serve at this post until next May. 

CPR training, in conjunction with 
the California Heart Association, is 
a new project for the Jaycees, who 
Hoaas said will attend classes and 
become certified in the life-saving 
techniques. 

“We have quite a few Jaycees who 
are paramedics and are instructors 
in this area,”’ he said. 

Other campaigns falling under 
Hoaas’ supervision address drug 
abuse, alcohol abuse, shooting 
education, venereal disease and 
muscular dystrophy. 

Hoaas said the Jaycees’ 
“operation threshold,” a program 
aimed at combating alcohol abuse 
and funded by the National Institute 
of Alcoholism, emphasizes 
“responsible drinking — not that 
drinking per se is wrong, but you 
should limit yourself and know your 
own limits.”’ 

Typically, the Jaycees depend on 
corporate funding to support the 
health programs. Hoaas, who does 


some of the soliciting, said the 
corporate backing can cause some 
problems. 

Companies are reluctant to 
contribute to some of the programs, 
he said. 

“It depends on the program. When 
you talk about VD (venereal 
disease), it becomes hard because 
nobody wants to be attached with 
the stigma that they’re supporting a 
VD program. So, they'll give you 
funding but say ‘don’t mention our 
name.’ Same with shooting 
education,”’ Hoaas said. 

“CPR is very easy because you 
got the heart, association .... There 
are some programs where you just 
don’t get funding; you end up 
funding them yourselves.” 

As a sales representative for a 
pharmaceutical company, Hoaas 
said that he specifically and the 
drug industry in general have a 
responsibility in combating drug 
abuse. 

“There’s always a potential for 
abuse, but there’s a potential to 
educate. I think we all (in the drug 
industry) have a direct 
responsibility in this area, and this 
is why I did take over as program 
manager ...,’’ he said. 

However, Hoaas emphasized that 
he does not believe the drug 
industry contributes to drug abuse. 

“‘T’m talking a lot about abuse of 
the medicine cabinet’’ ang 
individuals ‘“‘playing doctor’ with 
prescription drugs, he said.

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“T think this is a larger abuse and 
a larger problem than we realize.” 

Hoaas speaks at Jaycee forums 
and community gatherings about 
drug abuse. He noted many people 
are unaware of the danger or loss of 
effectiveness in taking certain drugs 
in combination with smoking, 
drinking or eating some foods. 

While Hoaas oversees a broad 
range of programs in his current 
position and was kept busier during 
three years as public relations 
director for the state Jaycees until 
1976, his role in the WIN campaign 
has received the most notoriety. 

Between sips from a can of cola, 
Hoaas recalled that he and another 
Simi Valley Jaycee ‘‘spotted a 
headline in the paper when 
President Ford lost a WIN button, 
and it was the only one available.” 

Ford was seeking public support 
in a campaign to combat inflation in 
1974. 

The two Simi Valley Jaycees had 
50 WIN buttons manufactured and 
sent to the White House. For six 
months, the Jaycees ‘‘spearheaded”’ 
public relations to whip inflation, 
and “we probably manufactured 
about 200,000 WIN buttons 
ourselves,”’ Hoaas said. 

When Ford redirected his 
administration’s policy to fighting 
recession, the WIN button 
disappeared in the shifting sands of 
economic policy. 

Hoaas said politics, too, played a 
part in the button’s demise. 

“It became a political thing, I 
think is what happened. The 
Democrats got hold of it and 
probably figured it was a 
Republican program — and it really 
wasn’t,” he said. 

He added, ‘‘It was set up by the 
National Advertising Council for the 
U.S. government, not for any 
particular party that was in office.” 

However, Hoaas said he can see 
humorous side of the button, which 
became an almost instant 
anachronism. 

A photograph of Ford meeting 
the two Simi Valley Jaycees hangs 
from Hoaas’ wall and he still has 
about 100 WIN buttons, which the 
Los Angeles Times has called the 
world’s largest collection, 
according to Hoaas. 

“I’m slowly giving them away, 
and I have fun with them,” he said. 

Hoaas said the Ontario - Upland 
chapter of the Jaycees has about 50 
members and hopes to increase its 
number to more than 100 next year. 

The organization, which was 
known as the Junior Chamber of 
Commerce until 1965, provides 
mefmbers aged 18-35 with 
management training through 
community activities, he said.

Expo 81 apparently fails to get 
necessary financial assurances 


An important meeting earlier this 
week in Washington, D.C. between 
Expo 81 organizers and federal 
officials apparently failed to 
produce unequivocal assurances 
that the World’s Fair group can 
raise the more than $100 million 
needed to conduct an international 
exposition at Ontario Motor 
Speedway. 

Officers in the U.S. Department of 
Commerce who attended that 
meeting were preparing 
reports that will help determine 
whether the federal government 
will get further involved in the fair 
proposal 

Included in the data provided 
federal representatives at a meeting 
last Tuesday were ‘‘a variety of 
financing proposals,” according to a 
Commerce Department official who 
attended the meeting.

Although its population figures 
are outdated, a recent state survey 
indicates a continuing shortage of 
certain types of doctors — including 
family physicians — in many areas 
of San Bernardino County, 
particularly in the West End 

The survey suggests that the West 
End isn’t critically short yet of what 
are termed primary-care physicians 
— the doctors people first visit when 
they seek medical services 

But without special recruitment 
efforts, the gap between the number 
of doctors and the number of people 
they serve is expected to widen 
because of the West End’s rapid 
population growth. 

Several attempts are being made 
to forestall a possible shortage of 
primary-care physicians locally by 
the end of the decade. 

Those physicians fall into four 
categories — the general 
practitioner, or family practice 


doctor, the internist, the 
pediatrician and the obstetrician - 
gynecologist. 


The survey was conducted in 
August by the state’s Office of 
Health Professions Development, 
which says nearly one-third of 
California’s 22 million people — 
including many in metropolitan 
areas — live in regions short of 
primary-care physicians. 

The problem is compounded by 
the geographic distribution of those 
physicians, many of whom choose to 
practice in the major metropolitan 
areas. 

The threshold — defined by the 
state office as the ratio at which the 
number of such doctors in relation 
to population served becomes 
critical — is one primary - care 
physician to every 2,248 people. 

Figures from the state survey 
show that many areas of the West 
End exceed that ratio. 

The figures for primary-care 
physicians in the area are as of 
summer of this year. However, the 
population figures, which don't 
necessarily match those of the cities 
mentioned, are taken from the 1975 
census and don’t account for growth 
since then. 

The figures: 

— Ontario: 15.5 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
64,900, or one for every 4,187 people. 

— Upland: 45 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
42,900, or one for every 953 people. 

— Chino: 10 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
37,800, or one for every 3,780 people. 

— Montclair: 17 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
26,000, or one for every 1,529 people. 

— Alta Loma, Cucamonga, 
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West End faces doctor

Etiwanda, Guasti: 2 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
95,160, or one for every 12,550 
people 

The disproportionate number of 
primary-care physicians in Upland 
can be attributed to the fact that 
many of them choose to locate their 
offices near San Antonio 
Community Hospital, the largest in 
the heart of the West End 

Even taking into account that 
residents in several West End cities 
will go to Upland, Montclair, or 
Kaiser Foundation Hospital in 
Fontana to seek medical care, the 
West End as a whole barely has 
enough primary-care physicians for 
its population needs. 

The state survey, which for the 
first time pinpoints the number of 
such doctors by area, also shows 
that other parts of San Bernardino 
County have even more severe 
shortages, as follows 

— Fontana: 6 primary-care 
physicians (not affiliated with 
Kaiser Foundation Hospital) for an 
area population of 57,700, or one for 
every 9,617 people. 

— Rialto: 11 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
37,000, or one for every 3,364 people. 

— Colton: 3.5 primary-care 
physicians for an area population of 
19,100, or one for every 5,457 people. 


— -Eastern San Bernardino: 3 
primary-care physicians for an area 
population of 22,700, or one for every 

7,566 people 

A spokesman for the state Office 
of Health Professions Development 
said the information is used by the 


Health Manpower Policy 
Commission to designate areas that 
don’t have enough primary-care 
physicians 


The state can require institutions 
to come up with ways to provide 
better medical care and recruit 
doctors for underserved areas 

Several efforts are under way in 
the West End to forestall a possible

They involve recruitment efforts 
by San Antonio Community Hospital 
and the San Bernardino County 
government 


Of San Antonio Community 
Hospital's medical staff of 190, 80 
are primary-care physicians, or 
about 42 percent — slightly higher 
than in 1974. 


Of those doctors, 37 are listed as 
general practitioners (compared 
with 35 in 1974), 19 as internists, or 
specialists in nonsurgical medicine 
(11 in 1974), 9 as pediatricians (5 in 
1974) and 15 obstetricians 
gynecologists 


Chaffey district phone 
system bids are rejected 


All bids to supply a new Chaffey 
Joint Union High School District 
telephone system have been re- 
jected amid controversy over 
whether the proposed system would 
be too expensive 

The low bidder who lost the con- 
tract had earlier complained that 
the system, as planned for the dis- 
trict by a consultant, would be 
“very expensive” and ‘‘exotic.” 

He reacted unhappily to the board 
action which appeared to have been 
spurred by his criticisms of the 
plan 

Board president G. Adrian Chal- 
fant said other board members 
agreed when he polled them private- 
ly that all bids should be rejected. 

He said, ‘‘The problem is that the 
recommendations are couched in 
the language of the communications 
industry 

‘Communications Resources 
Corp., (the consultant) is going to 
have to reduce it to layman's 
language so we have a clearer un- 
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derstanding of how we are spending 
the district's money and whether it 
(the proposed system) is needed in 
the first place.” 

Low bidder Terry Dunn of D and 
M Communications of Upland com- 
plained that the board had waited 
until after bids were opened instead 
of rejecting the plan earlier as he 
advocated 

He said the system he would in- 
stall under his bid ‘“‘would be less 
costly than and superior to the ex- 
isting system.”’ 

However he later said his: bid 
could have been lower if there were 
changes in the plan upon which it 
was based 

The district staff had recommend- 
ed a seven-year lease-purchase con- 
tract with D and M at $4,088 a month 
contingent on the firm's compliance 
with a set of conditions

The supervisors were silent as Supervisor Robert L.

The supervisors also had no comment on a counter- 
proposal by the San Bernardino County Taxpayers’

Rapid learners study 
variety of subjects

“T like seeing things un- 
der the microscope,’’ 
declared six-year-old Mark 
Moidel, his dark eyes dan- 
cing. 

‘‘Looking under the 
microscope is fun,” agrees 
tiny Sachi Ezaki as her 
mother pricks a small 
finger to draw a blood sam- 
ple for later viewing. 

“Tt’s just fun altogether. I 
like the working,’’ Says 
Brandi Weed. 

The six and seven year 
old students refer to a class 
in microbiology entitled 
“It’s A Small World’’ and 
sponsored by (GCA), which 
serves families from 
Pasadena to Alta Loma. the 
Gifted Children’s Associa- 
tion of the Foothills 

Teacher Anne Croissant 
notes that the youngsters 
are learning college level 
biology. They are exposed 
to cytology, hematology, 


parasitology, zoology, 
botany, anatomy, and 
ecology as well as 


bacteriology and micro- 
techniques, she said. 

The children are building 
real skills, not receiving ‘‘a 
passive exposure,’’ and they 
respond well to the hands- 
on activities, Mrs. Crois- 
sant said. 

As they develop skills, the 
children are also developing 
positive attitudes ‘‘which 
are so important for the 
gifted child,” Mrs. Crois- 
sant said. 

The class is one of two 
dozen offered by GCA in 
cooperation with Mt. San 
Antonio and Citrus Junior 
Colleges. 

Children may choose 
from Dinosaurs, basic and 
advanced chess, piano and 
typing. Among other 
classes, they may take 
Abacus to the Calculator, 
Disco Dancing, Creep: 
Crawly Creatures and 
Magic Mania. They may 
enroll in Computer 
Technology, Good Times 
with Rock and Roll, Physics 
to Funk and Creative 
Dramatics. A nominal fee is 
charged with costs ranging 
from $9-$13. Classes are 
held 4-5:30 p.m. on weekday 
afternoons, with teachers 
assisted by parent 
volunteer aides. 

All classes are designed 
for the gifted, rapid 
learner, the high-achiever 
and the capable under- 
achiever, according to GCA 
president Barbara Cohen. 


Children enrolled in the 
classes do not have to be 
identified as ‘‘gifted,’’ but 
parents are asked to use 
good judgment, Mrs. Cohen 
Said. 

Organized in the late 
1960s, GCA was established 


to provide for children not 
receiving adequate enrich- 
ment in public schools, Mrs. 
Cohen said. The organiza- 
tion hires the teachers and 
selects classes, she added. 

“Our primary function is 
to provide information for 
parents and to make people 
aware that gifted children 
are human beings with 
special needs,’’ Mrs. Cohen 
explained. 

Children, she said, are en- 
titled to education commen- 
surate with their ability. 
“Often, the handicapped or 
mentally retarded child 
receives special attention, 
while the gifted child is 
short changed.”’ 

Gifted children must be 
nurtured, Mrs. Cohen con- 
tends. ‘‘People believe the 
cream always rises to the 
top. Well, cream can sour,” 
she said. 

In addition to classes at 
MSAC and Citrus, GCA has 
initiated a new program in 
which senior students at 
Harvey Mudd College in 
Claremont will share social 
and academic experiences 
with gifted youngsters. 

The idea, according to 
Mrs. Cohen, is that Harvey 
Mudd students were gifted 
children who can help 
youngsters with those 
problems often associated 
with being gifted. 

Academics planned in- 
clude engineering displays 
and demonstrations, glass 
blowing and computer

Because of an increase in the 
volume of cases handled by the San 
Bernardino County courts, a com- 
puterized system is being im- 
plemented that will let all officials 
involved in a case easily follow its 


progress ‘ 
Called an Automated Court Infor- 
mation System (ACIS), it is first 


being put into operation on a 
municipal level at the West Valley 
Municipal Court 

Valerie Towle, coordinator for 
ACIS, explained that through the 
system, everyone from police agen- 
cies to judges in the county, will be 
able to get instant information con- 
cerning a person's court or criminal 
history 


Ms. Towle explained that when a 
complaint is filed in court, the infor- 
mation is fed into the computer with 
charges and pertinent information 
on the case 

When the case goes to court, each 
action of the court, such as plea 
bargaining, reduced sentencing or 
continuances, are updated in the 
memory bank 

Those authorized to get the infor- 
mation are officials of the superior 
and municipal courts, district at- 
torneys, public defenders, probation 
departments, county clerks 
sheriff's offices and police 
departments 

The system, costing almost $1 
million was funded by the Law En 


forcement Assistance Administra- 
tion, with five percent contributing 
funds from both the state and coun- 
ty 

However, Thomas Hudson, team 
leader for the project, said the 
system handles only current infor- 
mation, which will be purged yearly 
from the memory banks if the case 
has been concluded. Information 
about those on probation will be 
retained in the computer 

The computer system also may 
help unclog congested court calen- 
dars with its speedy memory banks 
that can, in a flash, supply needed

In addition, a chronological recap 
of everything that’s gone on in the 
case, including documents filed and 
orders of various judges who have 
heard the case must be kept up- 
dated

Class prints 
creative work 


Most people go through life without ever seeing any of 
their creative writing in print. But students in Barbara 
Kleine’s class at Moreno School not only have a chance to 
do some creative writing, but book publishing as well. 


Kleine started a book publishing project last year to 
encourage more creativity in her classroom. The idea of 
having students make their own books came after she 
attended a teacher in-service training session which 
provided how-to information from illustrating to making 
the book cover, she said. 


Every Wednesday students in her class have a chance 
to write a creative story. She usually gives them the 
subject matter but content is left to students. 


Kleine said it takes about one period for students to get 
everything written. The following Thursday is set aside 
for sharing what they wrote on Wednesday. On 
Thursday, each student, using a lapel michrophone, 
stands before the class and reads their creative writing. 


Kleine emphasized that whatever her students write is 
always a success because it is something they create. 
She also said that no student is ever graded lower than a 
*‘C’’ when they make an oral presentation. She feels this 
gives the student courage, confidence and a success- 
oriented attitude. 


After students have written and shared their story, 
they are asked to illustrate the pages. Here, they have 
some options. They can choose to illustrate their own 
work, have a friend in class do it, or have a relative or 
friend at home illustrate the book. The illustrator must 
receive proper credit on the inside cover, she said. 


The best of their writing is then selected for 
bookbinding which the students do themselves, making

Clerks have been filling the 
memory bases at the Ontario court 
for the past month and they expect 
to have it fully operational by the 
end of December

Kleine said there has been a great improvement in the 
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quality of student writing since she started the project 
last year. 


She feels that her fourth and fifth grade students have 
come up with something quite different. She cited one 
beok written by Jodi Cipolla called ‘‘The Life Cycle of a 
Sock” as an example. 


““‘Some of my students are very imaginative,’’ Kleine 
Said, ‘‘but I have one rule that I stick to, and that is, I will 
never read or critique a child’s story before they have 
first shared it before the class.’’ The only other 
restrictions she places on students is they must not 
mention another classmate by name. 


This year, parent volunteers will type these books. 

‘Before,’ she noted, ‘‘students printed their stories and 
the ones selected for publications. I reprinted to make 
them more legible. Now, with typists, my job will be a 
lot easier. 


When she started the project, Kleine took the books 
home and sewed them together. Now she uses a special 
paste for the covers. 


_ Because her students are getting so good at writing she 
is considering submitting stories and poems to 
magazines for publication. 


Kleine, who teaches English, said reading to students 
is also a big part of teaching creative writing. She always 
reads some creative article or poem at the end of the 
class period. She emphasized that teaching creative 
writing is just a part of teaching English. She spends the 
rest"of her class time teaching the basics, such as 
sentence structure and grammar. 


Kleine team teaches with Phoebe Brown and Sally 
Monastiere at Moreno. ‘“‘We have a really great team 
““but other teachers are also doing exciting things in 
their classroom,” she said, adding that the exciting thing 
about the creative writing project is that students love it.

Teacher of Year 


Agnes Bailey has been named Teacher of the Year for 
the Ontario - Montclair School District. 

Bailey, one of three finalists under consideration for 
the award, was notified of her selection by Dr. Bob Bell, 
assistant superintendent of instruction. 

Bailey, who teaches at Vineyard School, has been in 
education for 35 years. She has spent the last 22 of those 
years in Ontario - Montclair. She started in the district as 
a classroom teacher at Euclid School in 1955. She 
remained in that position until 1958 when she went to 
Vineyard School where she has taught ever since. 

She was born at a mission station in Central Province, 
India.

A construction bid far exceeding a 
federal grant to construct Alta 
Loma Park caused the County Ser- 
vice Area 50 (CSA-50) commission 
Friday night to juggle money from 
its other accounts to meet the bid so 
park construction can begin on 
schedule in early December. 

The commission was also faced 
with another problem. If it does 
not begin construction on time, it 
can lose the funding because of a 
stipulation that construction must 
begin in 90 days after the grant is 
received. 

With only one bidder for the pro- 
ject, the commission was forced to 
accept the more costly bid and had 
to drop a plan to build lighted tennis 
courts. 


College studies 
admission tests 


To curb a dropout rate that is causing concern, Chaffey 
College is considering requiring a large portion of its 
entering students to take basic skills and aptitude tests. 

Tested students would be advised on whether they have 
skills to succeed in their intended courses and whether 
their personality profiles are compatible with their in- 


tended vocations. 


Regardless of the test results, they would be free to 


pursue any course of study. 


Dr. James L. Catanzaro, assistant superintendent in 
charge of personnel, said the college attracts students 
but then has trouble retaining them. 

“We feel they get into programs where they have 
problems in succeeding or where they find that an ac- 
countant, for example, does not do what they thought,”’ 


he said. 


Students advised about test results would also be told 
about chances for finding jobs in the career fields they 


are considering. 


“We still have people pursuing careers where there 
are very few job openings,’’ Dr. Catanzaro said. 

The tests would be required only of students who are 
pursuing degrees or vocational certificates. 

It is not uncommon for community colleges to require 
students to pass tests as a prerequisite for admission to 
specified courses, Dr. Catanzaro said. 

But the Chaffey proposal would not impose any bar to 


enrollment in classes. 


Instead, low-scoring students would be told, as Dr. 
Catanzaro put it. ‘‘You probably can’t succeed but you 
might with extra effort or tutoring.” 


Such students would also be advised about the 
possibility of building basic skills in remedial courses. 


Dr. Catanzaro said. ‘‘We ought to leave it open to the 
students, allow them to make the decisions . . 
prepared to allow them to take the risk. They may fail or 


succeed. Tests are not infallible.” 


Currently. students entering Chaffey are not required 
to take any tests though they do have the option of taking 


i general aptitude test. 


Dr. Catanzaro said he understands that less than 10 
percent of the entering students actually do take that 


lest 


A faculty committee will study in detail which students 
should be required to take the tests. what tests should be 
given and what should be the means of reporting results 


to students 


The committee’s recommendation will go to the ad- 
ministrative council, chaired by Kenneth C. Hinrichsen, 
superintendent-president, who will make a recommenda- 


tion to the board of trustees. 


Dr. Catanzaro said the committee, which is headed by 
Beulah E. (Teddie) Lopez, dean of academic services, 
probably will not make a recommendation until June. 


He said the proposal emerged from informal group dis- 


cussion with faculty members. 


Land-locked academy 
teaches boat building 


A 32-foot partially completed sailboat is resting 60 
miles inland from the Pacific Ocean, without a body of 
water in sight. And it’s not a relic from some ancient 


civilization. 


It is under construction at Tradewinds Academy, a 
federally funded, locally sponsored boat building school 
and the only one in the world offering comprehensive 
instruction in buildling fiberglass boats. 


Situated at the Mira Loma Space Center 10 miles west 
of Riverside, Tradewinds’ students come from ranks of 
the unemployed who are eligible under the federal 
Comprehensive Employment and Training Act (CETA). 
As with most CETA programs the school primarily 
serves the economically disadvantaged, minorities and 
women, They learn various boat building trades, 
including interior and exterior work, hardware, deisel 
and electrical installation, plumbing, rigging and balast 
construction. They are paid allowances of $2.50 per hour 
for 30 hours of ‘‘classroom’’ participation. 


The training, which usually lasts three to four months 
depending on the student, includes instruction on wood 
boat construction but concentrates on fiberglass ‘ 
“because that’s where the jobs are,” says Bob Gass, who Wty 
is both director and instructor at Tradewinds. 


Directly relating training with actual work is the 
guiding philosophy of the school and has made | 
Tradewinds a ‘‘great success,”’ according to Gass. In the oe 
first year of operation, which ended Sept. 30, 84 out of 108 
students or 78 percent have gotten jobs in the industry, 
Gass says. Several more students will probably be 
placed in the next few weeks, bringing the placement 
rate to more than 80 percent. Entry level wages average 


about $4 per hour. 


Gass. who learned his boat building in Greece while 
stationed there in the Air Force, helped organize the 
school and contributed to its success by involving the 


boat - building industry. 


The school is open to residents of Corona, Norco, Lake 
Elsinore, Riverside, Chino, Upland, Ontario and selected 
areas surrounding these cities. Information may be 


The commission briefly discussed 
rejecting the bid. but felt it had an 
obligation to the community to get 
the park under way since it had long 
been promised.

Kabuki theater 


After an absence of three 
years, kabuki will return to 
Pomona Theater when 
Leonard Pronko directs 
“The Zen Substitute’ and 
“‘Revenge at Spider 
Mountain” in Garrison 
Theatre at the Claremont 
Colleges 8 p.m. Dec. 1, 2, 3, 
8 and 9. 

And it is kabuki with a 
difference. 

While the first play is a 
revival of a short kabuki 
comedy that was first 
presented at Claremont in 
1971, ‘Revenge at Spider 
Mountain” is an original 
kabuki western written by 
Pronko and two students, 
Ardwight Chamberlain and 
Jefferson Eliot. 

Conceived by Pronko, the 
drama incorporates several 
of his favorite scenes or 
acts from kabuki classics, 
but transposes them to a 


story recounting the 
betrayal of the Indian 
treaties by the U.S 
government in the mid-19th 
century, and the subsequent 
revenge by the son of a 
murdered chief 

Drawing on Indian poetry 
and oratory, as well as 
situations and flamboyant 
theatrical techniques of 
kabuki, the authors have 
fashioned a drama which 
takes advantage of the 
striking possibilities in the 
combining of themes 
common to the American 
Western, to kabuki, and to 
Indian history and myth, 
said a theater spokesman.

Learning disabilities serious 


When a school-age child 
fails to read or achieve in 
spelling and mathematics 
despite normal intelligence 
and adequate educational 
opportunities, a learning 
disorder is suspected 

“Why can’t my child 
read?” is a common ques- 
tion from parents. Reading 
disorders are estimated to 
occur in 10-15 percent of all 
school - age children with a 
higher percentage recorded 
in poor socioeconomic 
areas. The failure to read, 
the fundamental path to all 
written knowledge, is of 
primary concern to 
teachers and parents 

Contributing factors to 
school: failure include 
readiness (the child lags in 
maturation of needed 


frequent moves, 
fear of failure. 

Boys are affected with 
learning disorders about 
four times more frequently 
than girls and among 
children with both learning 
disorders and problems of 
attention, boys outnumber 
girls eight to one. 

Children with learning 
disorders also may have 
any or all of the following 
problems. 

— Short attention span: 
This includes the so - called 
“hyperactive” child who 
has difficulty sitting in one 
place and concentrating on 
one thing at a time. 

— Fine motor incoor- 
dination: The child may 
have difficulty forming 
letters, printing on a line, or 


and the 


throwing or catching a ball 
He or she may have a 
tendency to fall, run into 
objects, or inaccurately 
judge distances 

— Perceptual problems: 
Visual perception involves 
basic skills required in the 
reading process — the abili- 
ty to recognize a written 
symbol, orient it on the 
page and be able to 
reproduce it on paper. 

Frequently these skills 
are delayed or immature in 
the child with a learning 
disability. Auditory percep- 
tion — which involves the 
recognition, interpretation 
and reproduction of the 
spoken sound or word — 
may be impaired 

— Language and speech: 
The child who is slow to 


ing learning problems 

Minimal brain dysfunc- 
tion (MBD) is a term that is 
sometimes used to lump 
together all or some of 
these problems 

It is important that the 
child’s physician recognize 
the presence of emotional 
disturbance, brain damage, 
convulsive disorder, im- 
pairment of vision or hear- 
ing, and subnormal mentali- 
ty that may contribute to 
learning failure. 

What can you do if you 
suspect that your child has 
a learning disability? 

— Check with your child’s 
teacher to learn the details 
of his or her behavior and 
achievement in school 
Many schools have staff 
psychologists or counselors

Occasionally the physi- 
cian may recommend a 
trial of some medication to 
help the child to focus his or 
her attention. The use of 
such medication is con- 
troversial, but some 
children will improve their 
attention spans which may 
help with school achieve- 
ment. Children taking 
medication should be close- 
ly supervised by their 
physicians. 

Other methods of treat- 
ment that have been tried 
for learning disorders in- 
clude special diets. large 
doses of vitamins, exercises 
and visual training. These 
treatments are highly con- 
troversial, and there is no 
evidence that they are help- 
ful in improving learning 
ability 

— Many children who 
have experienced school 


success is essential. 
Psychotherapy and/or 
family therapy is often 
recommended. 

It is unwise to become in- 
volved in expensive 
remediation therapy before 
a complete evaluation is 
made. It is important to 
find a physician interested 
in the problem of learning 
disabilities and 
knowledgeable about com- 
munity resources 

The outcome of therapy 
varies with the child and the 
nature of the probiem 
Generally, the perceptual 
skills which may impair 
early school reading im- 
prove as the child matures 
The majority of children 
with attention problems 
also seem to improve as 
they become older 

The goal is to increase 
each child’s learning ability 
through the combined work 
of teachers, parents and 
physicians. For the teen- 
ager, vocational guidance is 
particularly important for

Parents: main problem 
for overweight children 


“Parents are a fat child’s 
No. 1 problem,’’ says Dr. 
Platon J. Collip, head of 
pediatrics at Nassau County 
Medical Center in East 
Meadow, N.Y., in the May 
31 issue of Family Circle. 
“Tt is not so much due to 
ignorance of nutritional 
basics or neglect as it is a 
poor attitude towards 
food.” 

For example, Dr. Collip, 
whose Obesity Clinic has 
removed over 60 thousand 
tons of fat from several 
thousand children, cites 
parents who encourage 
their babies to finish a 
bottle rather than drink ‘til 
satisfied; then, later, 
encourage them to clean 
their plates. 

Along the way, comments 
the doctor, certain cultural 
attitudes towards food 
provide more stumbling 
blocks. There’s the food-as- 
reward syndrome. ‘‘And 
just look at what we’ve done 
with holidays. . .they’ve all 
become associated with 
special foods, for the most

part all the wrong kinds. 
Would Christmas be much 
less joyous without candy 
canes?” 

The ‘‘fat facts’ he and his 
staff discuss with obesity 
clinic patients to show how 
“baby fat’’ can threaten the 
rest of one’s life, the article 
reports, start with a 
description of the illnesses 
associated with obesity, 
including high blood 
pressure, heart attacks, 
constipation, dental 
trouble, etc. 

Causes, Dr. Collip points 
out, include poor parental 
supervision, heredity, lack 
of exercise, bad nutrition, 
too many starch and sugar 
convenience foods, and, 
sometimes, psychic 
distress. 

“To begin with, a fat baby 
is not a healthy baby,” 
Collip states. He explained 
to the magazine that early 
man developed 
subcutaneous fat to protect 
him from the elements, and 
though we have much less 
use now for them, most 


people grow fat cells up 
until ages 10 to 15. So a fat 
baby who grows more fat 
cells than a baby of normal 
weight stands a very good 
chance of being fat for life. 
if not helped early. 

Once in school, an 
overweight child has 
already started on a vicious 
cycle that will create 
problems in later life.

who are poor. We tend to 
underestimate their 
numbers and their misery. 

Kenneth Keniston 
describes that misery for us 
in dramatic terms in a re- 
cent study, ‘‘All Our 
Children,’ written with the 
Carnegie Council on 
Children. He reminds us 
that in 1974 some 24.3 
million Americans lived 
below the official poverty 
line but he thinks the figure 
does not account for infla- 
tion. It does include 60 per- 
cent of families headed by 
white women and five out of 
six children in families 
headed by black women. 

These children grow up in 
a dangerous world of busy 
streets — where even 
health care is a luxury. 
Even small children are 
ashamed of the way they 
live. Keniston maintains we 
are raising a generation of 
children who may never 
have the self - confidence 
and basic skills to enter the 
mainstream of society. 

To blame such children is 
hardly a positive solution. 
According to the Depart- 
ment of Benefit Payments, 
most mothers are like you 
— anxious to take jobs. So 
don’t feel guilty, and try to 
instill pride in your 
children. Money alone does 
not make adults humane. 

Dear Anita, 

I’m worried about affir- 
mative action plans. As a 
black woman, I see them as 
a way of moving upward in 
the business world. What is 
the outlook? 

1.S., San Diego 
Dear LS., 
It appears to me that af- 


firmative action programs 
are and will continue to be a 
vital force in promoting 
equal employment oppor- 
tunities. They are man- 
dated by a presidential ex- 
ecutive order, which binds 
all companies that hold 
government contracts. 

It is obvious that affir- 
mative action programs are 
necessary. Minority 
women, particularly, have 
been underrepresented in 
jobs above the clerical and 
service levels. To help 
move women into better 
jobs, we need vigorous en- 
forcement. 

The present law requires 
that employers develop 
candidates who can qualify 
for higher positions. 
Employers must also con- 
sider people regardless of 
race, creed, color, national 
origin and sex. 

By all means, apply for 
jobs that will utilize your 
talents. One of the major 
goals of affirmative action 
is to ensure women’s max- 
imum participation in the 
nation’s labor force. 

Dear Anita, 

I am outraged when I 
hear of women awarded $50 
a month for child support. 
Don’t judges have children? 
Do they have any idea of the 
cost of raising a child?

Dear J.P., 

Certainly the actual cost 
of raising children is shock- 
ing. Thomas J. Espenshade, 
an economist at Florida 
State University, found that 
people vastly un- 
derestimate these ex- 
penses. 

By updating cost es- 
timates for 1969 made by 


the U.S. Commission on 
Population Growth and the 
American Future, 
Espenshade calculated that 
an average family spends 
nearly one - third of its an- 
nual income on the first 
child. 

These are direct 
maintenance costs: food, 
clothing, housing, transpor- 
tation, and education, ex- 
clusive of college and 
medical care. He estimates 
that raising a child to the 
age of 18, based on 1977 
figures, costs $53,605 for ur- 
ban families and $33,124 for 
farm families raising their 
own food. A college educa- 
tion costs close to $9,000. 

Most parents, of course, 
count the joy and satisfac- 
tion they receive as ample 
reward. However, the 
economic realities are in- 
escapable and make a chill- 
ing picture for a single 
parent. I certainly agree 
that $50 a month is less than 
adequate for child support. 

Dear Anita, 

I need a job that pays 
more than clerical work to 
support my family. I’d like 
to try a skilled craft. Is it 
possible for women to get 
into training programs for 
such work?

Dear T.D., - 

It’s possible, but it may 
be difficult even in Califor- 
nia, which was the first 
state to include women in 
affirmative action goals for 
training in apprenticeships. 

Some women have 
become electricians, 


plumbers or carpenters, | 


however, and they tell me 
they enjoy their work. They 
are really happy about the 





wages, naturally. But there 
are problems 

Federally funded training 
programs which are par- 
ticularly desirable because 
they offer public assistance 
and other costs do not in- 
clude women in large 
numbers. 

Private training schools 
may be expensive, time - 
consuming and, unfor- 
tunately, are occasionally 
fraudulent. You should 
check them through the 
Better Business Bureau 
before you enroll 

There are also on - the - 
job training programs in in- 
dustry. Think about the 
skills you already have that 
may lead to a job with ad- 
ditional training available. 

If you succeed, there is no 
question you'll be rewarded 
financially.

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Judging portion size hard 


Inability to gauge portion 
size contributes to the 
downfall of thousands of 
dedicated dieters every 
year, according to the 
California Dietetic Associa- 
tion. 

Mastering the relatively 
simple technique of es- 
timating portion size by eye 
is vital to successful 
dieting, but most dieters 
have little concept of what a 
four-ounce serving of meat 
looks like, reports Judith 
Stern, assistant professor of 
nutrition at the University 
of California, Davis, in an 
article in the June, 1977, 
issue cf Nutrition & the 
M.D 

If a reducing diet includes 
a four - ounce serving of 
steak and the dieter un- 
knowingly eats an eight 
ounce steak — considered a 


small serving at most 
restaurants — he is adding 
an extra 375 calories to his 
meal 

Working in the confines of 
a 1,000 calorie a day diet, 
for example, this additional 
portion of meat raises the 
day’s quota by more than 
one - third and virtually 
nullifies the dieter’s self - 
denial in other food choices 

The most precise way for 
a dieter to determine por- 
tion size is to measure foods 
until confident of his ability 
to estimate portions by eye 
A postage scale is the most 
accurate and inexpensive 
method for determining 
ounces of meat and cheese 
Measuring cups and spoons 
assure accurate measure- 
ment of other foods 

In addition to measuring 
and weighing foods, CDA 


offers several tips for gaug- 
ing portion size. Noting the 
weight on pre - packaged 
meat before cooking, for ex- 
ample, allows the dieter to 
judge his proper portion by 
using simple arithmetic. If 
not shopping in a self - serve 
store, have the butcher 
write the weight on the 
items he wraps 

Commit to memory and 
fact that a pat of butter isa 


teaspoon, or 45 calories; 
an average restaurant ser- 
ving of vegetables 
measures out to one - half 
cup and an average scoop of 
cottage cheese is four 
ounces 

Another key factor when 
visually judging meat is fat 
content. Carefully trim-

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Indoor gardens popular 
_ for apartment dwellers 


With more and more Americans 
living in apartments, townhouses or 
homes with postage stamp-size 
yards, indoor gardening is gaining 
popularity at an amazing rate. 

According to a booklet on 
environmental action published by 
the American Association of 
Nurserymen, this is an especially 
healthful sign. 

The booklet, titled, ‘It Depends 
On You,” is available free at many 
nursery garden centers. 


During the course of the 23,000 
times we each inhale and exhale ina 
single day, we take in 35 pounds of 
oxygen, according to the 
nurserymen’s booklet, and we get it 
all from green plants on land and 
vegetation in the sea. 

In the process of manufacturing 
oxygen (the process is called 
photosynthesis), the green, growing 
plant materials and vegetation also 
absorb huge quantities of carbon 
dioxide from the air. 


Water saving tips for gardeners 


Here are some water saving tips 
for the gardener 


Water infrequently but deeply and 
thoroughly. This will encourage 
deep rooting and a greater tolerance 
to dry speels 


Mulch the soil surface to cut down 
on water loss due to evaporation. A 


two-inch mulch of commercially 
packaged organic matter or garden 
compost is recommended. Apply 
mulches to shrubs, trees, annuals, 
vegetable gardens and even con- 
tainers. 

Move container plants to 
Sheltered areas to keep them from 
drying quickly in cold windy areas. 


We are totally dependent on this 
process for our very lives. 

In addition to the atmospheric and 
esthetic contributions it offers, 
indoor gardening can provide year- 
round pleasure for the amateur 
gardener with a limited amount of 
effort. A few pointers can contribute 
to the success of the venture. 

Most. house plants thrive best in a 
fibrous, porous potting medium. The 
grower can mix his own medium of 
sand, peat, loam or manure; 
however, it is cleaner, easier and 
safer to buy the packaged house 
plant potting mixtures available in 
hursery garden centers. 

Growing indoor plants can be fed 
every two weeks with a water- 
soluble fertilizer applied according 
to package directions. 

Plants growing indoors will 
appreciate a considerable amount of 
light, in most cases, 15 to 16 hours — 
natural or artificial — in each 24 
hours,

magazine and television ads 
or arrive in the mail to bilk 
the unsuspecting home 
gardener. Most of these 
companies offer ‘‘money 
back guarantees of 
satisfaction,’ but fail to

keep that promise if enough 
customers insist on a 


refund. The sad fact is that 


most gardeners who fail to 
get the plant to perform as 
the ad promised, won’t seek 
a refund because they think 
it’s their fault the plant 
died 


The truth is that if the 
plant arrives at all, it’s 
generally of mediocre 
quality. And, in the case of 
plants like ‘‘climbing 
strawberries,’ there’s no 
chance they’ll climb 


without being taped to a

support — and then won’t 
bear crops of luscious fruit 
promised in the ad. Experts 
at the University of 
California at Davis state 
flatly: ‘‘There is no such 
thing as a climbing 
strawberry.” 


“‘Po-matoes’’ or ‘‘To- 
Patoes’’ also lure mail 
order customers from time 
to time, promising 
tomatoes and potatoes on 
the same vine. The idea’s 
not new. Luther Burbank 
experimented with it, but 
the plant he developed 
never became a

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The man seems a little 
bored as he picks up his 
ticket at one of the nine air 
carrier stations at Ontario 
International Airport. 


No ‘‘white knuckler’”’ 
when it comes to flying, he 
knows the routine well and 
seems to consider the 
upcoming flight no more 
unique than a cab ride. 


But the same isn’t true of 
more than 70 percent of the 
passengers who take an 
airplane flight out of OIA, 
according to agents at 
several of the nine air 
carrier stations. 


They say most of the 
passengers are a little bit 
apprehensive and confused 
about their flights. 


And the ‘‘Sky Caps,” 
those first greeters at the 
entrance to the OIA 
terminal, who handle 
baggage, say much the 


‘“‘My main concern is for 
elderly folk,’ said Sky Cap, 
Ed Williams. ‘‘The elderly 
aren’t oriented to the 
technology of air travel and 
need help more than anyone 
else.”’ 


Williams, who has been 
working for the airport 
since 1969, reflects the tone 
of many airport personnel. 


‘When I can help people, 
it means a lot to me,”’ he 
said. 


Williams was head 
houseman at the Park Plaza 
Hotel in St. Louis, Mo., for 
several years prior to 
coming to OIA. 


As well as being ‘‘out 
front’? to meet people as 
they arrive at the airport, 
Williams is on hand for 
several landings to help

their flights. He offers 
reassurance and assistance. 


Once inside the air 
terminal, a passenger’s 
next encounter is usually 
with a station agent at one 
of the carrier booths. 


At OIA, the station agent, 
unlike those at a larger 
airport such as Los Angeles 
International, handles a 
number of jobs. 


Jim Gabany, an agent for 
Hughes Air West, said his 
job involves a multitude of 
activities and he likes if 
that way. 


He not only handles fares, 
but checks tariffs (taxes on 
imports and exports), sets 
computer operations, is 
responsible with the captain 
for weight and balance of 
the flight and helps 
handicapped passengers. 


Part of his job also 
involves assisting children 
who are traveling alone and 
loading and unloading 
baggage. 


He also assists in helping 
passengers locate lost 
luggage. 


Gabany said Canadians 
carry the most luggage. 
“They come to Southern 
California to vacation away 
from cold climates but 
bring clothing geared for 


the winter months, ‘‘ he 
said. 
Dick Marshall, 


supervisor of customer 
service for Western 
Airlines and a station 
agent, said he just “‘‘likes 
helping people,’’ and that’s 
one of the reasons he got 
involved in airport work. 


The other reason he gave 
for working at OIA for 14 
years, was that when he 


was a kid in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., the flight path was 
right over his house and he 
loves the sound of 
airplanes. 


He said sometimes it’s 
not fun, like refusing tickets 
to a drunk, but generally 
people are great. 


Marshall said each day he 
usually assists four or five 
people in wheelchairs on 
and off flights and he enjoys 
the feeling of helping them. 


Before a passenger gets 
on a flight, however, they 
must go through a security 
check. 


Joyce Brown, who’s been 
on airport security for 
several years at OIA said 
the job is easy now 
compared to how it was 
when first established. 


“People don’t mind their 
purses and baggage being 
checked now,’ she said, 
“but at first they really 
resented it.” 


Also, she said prior to 
installation of the X - ray 
scan for checking purses 
and baggage, people 
resented having their 
personal belongings 
searched by hand. 


Another airport official 
remembers that guns and 
knives were often found 
stashed in potted plants and 
restrooms when security 
was first tightened up. 


‘*But it’s all routine 
now,” she said. 


Once on the airplane, 
passengers are the concern 
of flight attendants, pilots, 
caterers and a multitude of 
unseen personnel who guide 
the plane onto the runway, 
into the air and over miles 
of countryside.
